5. Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The claims are replete with double recitations, and of terms that lack antecedent 
basis. The following are several examples: 

Claim 1, line 3, "the effective pipe lengths..." lacks of antecedent basis 
Claim 1, line 8, "a first threshold value" is double recitation. v 
Claims 9, and 1 1 , "the effective pipe lengths. . . " lacks of antecedent basis 
Claims 9, and 20, line 9; "a first threshold value" is double recitation. 
Claim 11, line 10, "a first threshold value" is double recitation, 

The claims not specifically mentioned are indefinite since they depended from one of the 
above claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-27 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) . 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
